Units totaling 1,000 to 1,200 troops wore quartered in the Pionier 
Sehule in Rosslau (K 52/E 17) on 1? and l6 November 1950. Local 
residents said that the number of troops in the installation was 
far below that quartered there during the winter of 1949/1950®

An MVD office located on Georgenstrasse, 
Dessau, had 60 to 80 men who wore red-bordered green epaulets®
